Court Grants Injunction On 
Seeding Machines. 


Packers of Three Counties 
Figlit Patents. 


Packers of seeded raisins in Fresno, 
Kings and Tulare. counties must file 
heavy bonds in the United States Ur- 
Court or submit to 
rarily put oat of commission by & 
injunction, according to a decision of 
Judge Wellborn. 

The packers are sued for having in- 
fringed on patents of the United States 
Consolidated Raisin Company and 
must make the proper showing to the 


court that they can reimburse the 


plaintiff for damage which would be 
done if the suit were decided against 
them, or close down their plants. 

The defendants are the, Dinuba 
Farmers’ Union Packing Company of 
‘Tulare, the Kings County Raisin and 
Fruit Company of Hanford, and the 
California Dried Fruit Agency and the 
California Farmers’ Union, Incorpo- 
rated, of Fresno. . 

The raisin grape growing industry of 
the entire State*fs interested in the 
controversy. The outcome of the litiga- 
tion is of vital importance to the 
ranchers of Kings, Tulare and Fresno 
counties, as the packing-houses con- 
cerned handle the greater part of their 
product. 

If the final hearing of the controversy 
should be in favor of the Consolidated 
Company, which was ineorporated in 
New York, the California packers 
would have to go out of business, un- 
less they could arrange to pay royal- 
ties to the holders of the patents. 

The New York corporation claims 
that it holds the exclusive rights to 
use a patented fruit-seeding machine, 
which was invented by George Pettit, 
Ir, of New York city, in 1896, In its 
bill it asserts that the four California 
concerns have been using for two sea- 
sons two machines which are direct 
infringement on its United States 
patents. 

The plaintiff in its petition seeks 
heavy damages for the injury which 
had already been wrought and asked 
to have the California packers re- 
strained by a temporary injunction un- 
til the sult had a final hearing. 

Half a dozen different firms of law- 
yers have been retained in the case 
and they argued the greater part of 
this week on the question as to wheth- 
er a temporary injunction should be 
issued. 

The attorneys for the corporations of 
this State branded the New York con- 
cern as a grasping trust, which was 
seeking to monopolize the raisin-pack- 
ing industry. 

The lawyers for the plaintiff asserted_ 
that they were merely seeking their 
rights in protecting the patents which 
the govérnment had issued. They de- 
clared that their rights to the patents 
had already been tried out in a suit 


against the Valley Foundry and Ma- 
chine Works. 

Judge Wellborn issiied a conditional 
injunction.. He ordered that it should 
be effective until the final disposition 
of the case, unless the defendants 
should execute bonds aggregating 822. 
000. They will have two weeks in which 
to file the sureties.

when we are about 300 feet further 
in. Forty assays from the top of Buz- 
zard’s Peak averaged $18.70 per ton 
and we think that we have in sight 
from 50 to 100 million tons of ore 
which will average $10 per ton. The 
ore is a quartz, carrying enough gold 
and silver to pay for its treatment as 
copper proposition. 

We have a five-drill air compressor 
at the mouth of the tunnel and tie 
tunnel has alreadv cut about 100 feet 
of mineralized quartz tn the foot, wall 
and about 200 feet of white marble. 
It seems to me that this proves that 
the mineralization has been very ex- 
tensive,

ANCIENT ELOQUENCE. 

“There can be no eloquence,” says 
Landor, “where there is nb ardour, no 
impulse, no energy and no concentra- 
tion.” Eloquence raises the whole 
man; the speech which, however 
clever, raises the eyebrows only is not 
eloquence We may wonder at such 
speece and may applaud it. Then we 
walk away and forget it. Speckled 
eggs are pretty but those which men 
use for their sustenance are plain 
white ones. People do not every day 
put on their smartest dresses; they 
are not always in trim for dancing, nor 
are they practicing their steps in all 
places. One who is no weaver of fine 
words, no dealer in the plumes of 
phraseology, but who speaks so that 
every man and woman he speaks to 
will understand him, is a truer orator 
than a mere word milliner. 

The true orator employs on every 
occasion. the simplest and easiest 
words, and ranges them in the most 
natural order, and these serve him 
faithfully, bringing him many hearera 
and readers from the intelicctual and 
uncorrupted. All popular orators, vie- 
torlous commanders, crowned histo- 
rians, and poets above crowning, have 
done it. Homer, for the glory of 
whose birthplace none but the greatest 
cities dared contend, is alike the high- 
est and the easiest in poetry. Herodo- 
tus, who brought into Greece more 
knowledge of distant countries than 
any, or, indeed, than a before him, is 
the plainest and gracefulest in prose. 
Aristotle is possessor of a long and 
lofty treasury, with many windings 
and many vaults at the sides of them, 
abstruse and dark. He was unambitious 
of displaying his wealth; and few 
were strong-wristed enough to turn the 
key of his iron chest. Whenever he 
presents to his reader one full-blown 
thought, there are several buds about 
it which are to open In the cool of the 
study; and he makes you learn more 
than he teaches. His language, when 
he wishes it to be harmonious, is 
highly so; and there are many figures 
of speech exquisitely beautiful, but 
simple and unobtrusive. 


WHAT WILL DEMOCRATS DO? 

For more than half a century the 
tariff? question has been a leading is- 
sue and at times a dominant issue 
in our politics. All other questions 
have been settled beyond recall.

the Federat Constitution. The Whigs 
under the leadership of Henry Clay 
claimed that in raising revenue the 
doctrine of protection to American jun- 
dustries should be entitled to proml- 
nent, if not controlling consideration. 

The Democrats have until the pres- 
ent day adhered to the Democratic 
doctrines of Jackson's time, and the 
Republicans have stood firm on the old 
Whig doctrine of protection. 

At last the Democrats show signs of 
yielding. Instead of a tariff for revenue 
only, they claim now that the tariff 
should be revised so as to adjust du- 
ties to the difference between the 
wages paid to the European laborers 
and the wages paid to American 
workmen.

WALKING DELEGATES DEFIED. 

Few things are more foolish, not to 
say unfair, than the so-called “sym- 
pathy” strike. The teamsters in New 
York have gone out in “sympathy” 
with the drivers of the express com- 
panies and thus have made worse a 
situation which was bad enough, and 
which was solely caused by walking 
delegates anxious to make that trouble 
on which they thrive, and which is to 
them as the breath of their nostrils. 

The question at issue in New York 
is not one of wages, but is: Shall ihe 
express companies be compelled to rec- 
ognize the union? All true, Iiberty-lov- 
ing Americans must applaud the action 
of the companies in declining to accede 
to the demand of the labor trust that 
they place themselves under the most 
monstrous yoke in the world. 

When the trouble first arose in the 
eastern metropolis there was a shadow 
of a suggestion that it was due to a dif- 
ficulty over wages. Some of the helpers 
of one of the companies were dissatis- 
fied with their pay. A settlement was 
immediately conceded, with an offered 
readjustment which in some instances 
gave more than was asked. 5 

This forced the labor trust into the 
open, and, as the companies said, in a 
public statement, “the unions and 
their organizers have raised the ques- 
tion of unionism to prevent, if possible, 
the return of the men to their work.” 
The usual tactics were pursued by the 
labor leaders to keep the men out. Vio- 
lence was used, not only as a punish- 
ment of the strike breakers, but as an 
intimation of what men might expect 
who accepted the terms of the com- 
panies and returned to their posts. The 
companies informed Mayor Gaynor, 
when he sought to act as arbitrator, 
that “they have good reason for be- 
lieving that the strike would end 


ing to work by themselves their own 
safety and that of thetr families would 
be assured.” This is significant com- 
ment when we recall the oft-repeated 
declaration of the labor leaders that 
they frown upon and discourage vio- 
lence. 

The companies made a falr, in fact 
a generous offer to their men to take 
them back, announcing that none would 
be discriminated against except for 
persona! violence during the course of 
the strike. Immediately active violence 
again broke out, which was manifestly 
dostered by the labor leaders who 
jsought by this means to warn the 
men against accepting the offer.

Founder of Red Cross Died Forgotten. 


The announcement of the death of 
Henri Dunant, founder of the Inter- 
national Red Cross, conveys a number 
of profitable suggestions, some of them 
peculiarly pertinent to the present state 
of the world. One is, obviously, a re- 
emphasing of the statement, often 
made carelessly, that the world knows 
little of some of its greatest men. 
If Henri Dunant was not one of the 
world’s greatest men in the conven- 
tional meaning of the word, he was at 
any rate a singularly useful and em- 
cient citizen, and he was the author of 
one of the greatest works in the world 
for the prevention and alleviation of 
human suffering. He was worthy of the 
grateful regard of all men, yet he was 
not known by name or by record save 
‘to the smallest of minorities. 

Another lesson is the greatness of the 
work which may be done by one per- 
son or through the initiative of one 
person, provided it be well conceived 
and prosecuted with unselfish consist- 
ency of purpose. These things were 
conspicuously true of what Dunant 
accomplished. There was great need 
of it, as there was of that kindred work 
which had been done a little before 
by the illustrious woman whose death 

receeded his by only a few weeks, 

orence Nightingale. And certainly 
nobody ever deveted himself to a task 
more unselfishly and more indefati- 
gably than he. e result is that today 
the work of that one young citizen of a 
small State, conceived while he was a 
rich pleasure-seeker, has become worid- 
wide in its scope and second to no other 
in practical beneficence. 

A third point is the practical good 
which has been done by another great 
benefactor in establishing prizes for cer- 
tain achievements which are for the 
general good of mankind. It was a sad 
and shocking thing that Dunant, be- 
cause of his gifts to humanity, had to 
live for ars in abject poverty and 
distress. was a beautiful thing for the 
philanthropic munificence of Mr. Nobel, 
in founding the Peace Prize, to rescue 
him from that condition and to make 
the closing years of his long and unsclf- 
ish fe comfortable and happy. The 
whole story of Henri Dunant is sin- 
gularly profitable for the world’s con- 
sideration, for instruction, for rebuke, 
for gratitude and for inspiration.—[New 
York Tribune.

No rectified and decorated world, no 
polite reserves, will assuage our thirst 
for reality. We are obtuse enough and 
sound enough to bear the highest pitch 
of anguish; indeed, it takes a good deal 
of sensation to rouse our feelings, so 
thickly are we encased in coursing 
blood and wholesome fiesh. But there 
comes a time when the luckiest among 
us bear the scars, if not the open 
gashes of the battle. The good, strong 
bones that held us upright and gave 
our eyes a level glance across the field 
of life, are mashed and broken on the 
wheel or bent by labor, and then we 
ask for illusions, for comedy, for diver- 
sion, but above all for laughtgr; sane, 
courageous laughter. Broken, burden- 
ed, helpless as we are, none of us very 
much to be envied, none scathless, he 
stands highest who still can laugh. 
Laughter means that man can still 
restrain desires, still I bear up under 
torment, still see himself in so large 
a setting that his personal fate seems 
small. Anger and contempt and bitter- 
ness are all equally silly. They leave 
us unaware of our relativity.

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Why Furs Are High. 


The Siberian peasants, hunters, and 
trappers of animals for fur in the vast 
marshy forests of Siberia have appeal- 
ed through their communal village as- 
sociations to the Russo-English board 
of trade and chamber of commerce 
with the request to extend to them 
some assistance in the establishment of 
immediate and cirect trade relations 
with the English buyers of fur goods. 
The complaint is that they are com- 
pletely dependent on the small buyer-up 
man and the forestallers, to whom they 
are compelled to sell for a trifle sable 
and other valuable and rare furs. These 
small buyer-up men and various 
middlemen sell goods later on to other 
dealers, and so on. until finally the furs 
are sold at Nishni-Novgorod and Mos- 
cow, for the resale again to the repre- 
sentatives of the large Leipzig firms, 
who, in turn dispose of them in the 
English market. The manifold hand- 
ling of furs enhances their price great- 
ly, so that by the time they reach the 
English purchaser the prices are es, 
lossal as compared with their original 
cost.—[John H. Snodgrass, Consul-Gen- 
eral at Moscow.
